FIRST 


Clock Face 



Remove the 
Protective Film 

Your clock's display is 
protected by a piece of film 
during shipping. Peel off the 
film before using the clock. 


Remove the Battery 
Insulation Strip 

To prevent battery drain 
during shipping, your clock is 
shipped with a plastic battery 
insulation strip. 


M - — appears while setting 
the alarm or checking the 
set alarm time. 


1 . Press the battery 

compartment cover's tab 
in the direction of the 


arrow and lift the cover 



off. 

2. Pull the tab to remove the 
plastic strip from the 
battery compartment on 
the bottom of your clock. 


3. Replace the cover. 


REPLACING THE BATTERIES ^ 

Your clock requires three type 357A button-cell batteries for power. 
When the display dims, replace the batteries. 

1 . Press the battery compartment cover's tab in 
the direction of the arrow and lift the cover off. 


2. Remove the old batteries. 

3. Insert three new batteries, positive (-r) side up. 

4. Replace the cover. 


A WARNING A 

Keep button-cell batteries away 
from children. Swallowing a 
button-cell battery can be fatal. 



^ Battery Notes 

• Dispose of old batteries promptly and properly. 

• Do not burn or bury batteries. 

• Use only fresh batteries of the required size and recommended type. 

• Do not mix old and new batteries. 


SECOND 


Setting the Time 

The clock uses a 12-hour 
format. 

1. Press MODE three 
times. 

2. Repeatedly press 

(or hold down) SET or 
SNOOZE to set the 
current time. 


Setting the Alarm 

1 . Press MODE twice. The hour and 
minute hands point to 1 2:00 (or the 
last set alarm time), al flashes. 

2. Repeatedly press (or hold down) 
SET or SNOOZE to set the desired 
alarm time. 

3. Press MODE (or wait for 4 
seconds) to save the setting. 


3. Press MODE once 
(or wait for 4 seconds) 
to save the setting. 


To check the set alarm time, press 
MODE once. The alarm time and AL 
appear. 


Bottom View 



• At 1 2:00, the hour and minute hands overlap, so only the minute hand is visible. 
The hour hand reappears when the minute hand advances one minute. 

• Each time you press SET or SNOOZE, the minute hand advances one 
minute. 


• If you do not press a button for about 4 seconds, the clock saves your settings 
and automatically returns to the current time. 


CARE 

Keep the clock dry; if it gets wet, wipe it dry immediately. Use and store the clock only in 
normal temperature environments. Handle the clock carefully; do not drop it. Keep the 
clock away from dust and dirt, and wipe it with a damp cloth occasionally to keep it 
looking new. 

If your clock is not performing as it should, take it to your local RadioShack store for 
assistance.

THIRD 


Turning the Alarm On 

1 . Repeatedly press MODE until 
AL appears. 

2. Press SET or SNOOZE to turn 
on the alarm. and Zz 
appear. 

3. To return to the time 
display, press MODE 
three times or wait for 4 
seconds. 

At the preset alarm time, 
the alarm sounds for 1 
minute. ^ and Zz flash. 

4. To silence the alarm 
sooner and turn snooze 
off, hold down any button 
for 2 seconds. 

The alarm sounds again the 
next day at the same time. 

Turning the Alarm Off 

1. Press MODE. AL appears. 

2. Press SET or SNOOZE. 

and Zz disappear.

Using Snooze 

1 . When the alarm 
sounds, press 
SNOOZE to 
silence the 
alarm for 5 
minutes.
